Location 


The  PUTNAM  House  is  located  in  the  flourishing  city  of  Palatl<a,  Florida,  in  the  midst  of  the 
orange  country,  on  the  St.  John's  River,  fifty-six  miles  from  Jacksonville.

Amusements  in  and  around  Palatka 

Good  drives,  saddle  and  driving  horses  from  the  livery  connected  with  the  hotel.  The  sportsman 
will  find  the  best  and  largest  number  of  row  boats  and  small  steamers  in  the  state,  kept  here 
to  lease  for  excursions  to  the  neighboring  orange  groves,  and  for  bass  fishing  on  the  St. 
John's  River,  and  up  Rice,  Dunn's  and  other  creeks.  Good  duck  shooting  on  the  St.  John's 
and  quail  shooting  in  the  vicinity  of  Palatka. 

How  TO  Reach  Palatka 

Take  the  train  leaving  Jacksonville  via  the  J.  T.  &  K.  W.  Railway,  the  widely  known  tropical 
trunk  line;  from  St.  Augustine  z>ia  Fla.  East  Coast  Railway,  and  from  iV\acon,  Ga.,  via  Ga. 
So.  &  Fla.  Railway,  of  which  Palatka  is  the  terminus.  Or  take  theDay  Line  Steamer  "Vigi- 
lant," leaving  Jacksonville  every  morning  at  8.30,  (Sundays  excepted),  arriving  at  Palatka 
in  time  for  lunch;  also,  Clyde  Line  Steamers  leave  Jacksonville  every  afternoon  at  3.30, 
(Saturdays  excepted).
